of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1951.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Arnold  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  health  and  the  Health  Services  of  the  Arnold  Urban 
District.  The  year  under  review — 1951 — has  been  very  satisfactory 
and  the  health  of  the  District  can  be  said  to  be  excellent. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a very  interesting  state  of  affairs  and 
although  there  is  a moderately  high  Infant  Mortality  Rate  when 
compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  an  explanation  can  be  made 
for  this  rate.  When  compared  with  the  figures  in  the  1890s,  it  will 
be  seen  what  a great  improvement  has  taken  place.  The  Annual 
Reports  of  those  days  make  interesting  reading  and  one  realises  what 
advances  have  taken  place.  The  Death  Rate  was  much  higher,  the 
Birth  Rate  was  three  times  as  high  and  the  infectious  diseases  were 
rife.  The  alteration  in  the  death  rates  for  the  different  age  groups 
is  stressed  in  the  report  and  the  expectation  of  life  has  altered  very 
considerably. 

Infectious  disease  has  not  been  serious  during  the  year.  The 
only  diseases  affecting  the  District  were  whooping  cough  and  measles. 
Whooping  cough,  although  fairly  extensive  compared  favourably  with 
the  rest  of  the  country.  This  disease  is  the  most  serious  of  the 
commoner  infectious  diseases  and  research  is  continuing  to  find  a 
satisfactory  immunising  material.  Measles  was  very  extensive  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year  and  a possible  explanation  has  been  given 
in  the  Report.  Fortunately,  no  serious  complications  arose  from  this 
minor  epidemic.  The  other  serious  infectious  diseases  were  absent 
or  almost  non-existent. 

I would  like  to  stress  the  fact  that  once  again  no  case  of  diph- 
theria has  been  notified.  This  serious  disease  has  been  absent  from 
the  District  since  early  1948.  This  is  a most  gratifying  state  of 
affairs  and  is  a great  credit  to  the  work  of  the  General  Practitioners 
in  the  District  who  started  the  immunising  clinics  for  the  Council 
and  for  the  Health  Staff  in  the  early  days  of  the  last  War. 
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This  good  work  is  being  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level  but 
there  are  signs  that  a falling  off  is  liable  to  take  place.  This  would 
be  very  serious  for  as  the  Ministry  of  Health  states,  a generation  of 
young  parents  is  growing  up  who  have  not  known  this  serious  disease 
with  all  its  dreadful  complications.  It  is  feared  that  a similar  state  may 
arise  such  as  has  occurred  with  smallpox  and  vaccination.  With  regard 
to  the  latter  the  figures  for  vaccination  are  good  compared  with  the  rest 
of  the  country  but  can  be  improved  upon.  All  efforts  are  taken  to 
try  to  have  all  infants  protected  against  these  serious  diseases. 

The  housing  situation  remains  serious  and  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  deals  with  this  in  his  Report  but  many  cases  are  brought 
to  my  notice  and  it  is  felt  that  unless  these  people  can  be  satisfactorily 
rehoused  their  health  and  general  standard  of  living  will  deteriorate. 
Tuberculosis  remains  a constant  blot  on  our  efforts  and  all  work 
on  new  treatments  will  be  wasted  unless  they  can  be  satisfactorily 
housed  and  enabled  to  live  a healthy  life. 

In  the  body  of  the  Report  I refer  to  the  fact  that  no  action  has 
been  taken  under  the  National  Assistance  Act  1948,  but  the  plight  of 
the  Old  People  remains  a serious  problem.  Fortunately,  it  has  not 
been  necessary  to  use  Section  47  of  this  Act  or  to  seek  the  authority 
of  the  Council  to  use  the  Amending  Act.  Again  the  difficulty  of  the 
General  Practitioner  to  obtain  hospital  beds  for  the  aged  sick  remains 
as  a very  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs.  The  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee  are  giving  valuable  help  in  this  matter. 

In  the  report  I include  some  details  of  the  services  provided  by 
the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council.  This  is  included  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Council  regarding  the  preventive  medicine  services 
in  the  District. 

I desire  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  all  the  help  and 
willing  co-operation  that  I have  received  during  the  year  from  all 
members  of  the  Health  staff  and  from  all  members  of  the  County 
Health  Staff  working  in  the  District.  The  efficiency  of  this  co-opera- 
tion is  reflected  in  the  very  satisfactory  state  of  health  of  Arnold. 
I would  like  to  include  in  these  remarks  my  thanks  for  all  the  assistance 
that  I have  received  from  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Council 
and  County  Health  Department,  in  particular  from  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

I desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support  and  interest 
which  I have  received  from  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Council.

(N.B.  The  “148  Smaller  Towns”  refers  to  those  towns  which  had  a 
population  of  25,000  to  50,000  at  the  1931  Census  and  therefore 
comparable  to  the  present  estimated  population  of  the  Arnold  Urban 
District.) 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  District  are  generally  satisfactory 
and  compare  very  favourably  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as 
a whole  and  also  for  those  of  the  148  Smaller  Towns.  The  figures 
relating  to  Infantile  Mortality,  Enteritis  and  Diarrhoea  have  decreased 
to  a very  satisfactory  extent. 
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Births. 

The  number  of  births  has  fallen  compared  with  1950,  viz.  303  as 
against  318  in  1950.  The  figures  for  the  country  as  a whole  show  a 
corresponding  fall.  This  fall  is  reflected  in  the  birth  rates  and  again 
the  birth  rate  for  the  District  is  considerably  below  that  for  England 
and  Wales  and  also  for  the  148  Smaller  Towns.  But  although  the 
number  of  births  has  fallen,  they  exceed  the  number  of  deaths  by  70. 

The  still-birth  rate  compares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the 
country  generally  and  the  number  of  such  births  is  slightly  higher 
than  the  previous  year,  i.e.  8 compared  with  7 in  1950.  Of  these 
cases  one  was  illegitimate. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  births  has  fallen  there  being  11  such 
cases,  whereas  in  1950  there  were  18. 

Deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  has  increased  slightly  during  the  year  and 
this  has  given  rise  to  an  increase  in  the  death  rate.  Even  with  this 
increase  the  rate  for  Arnold  is  again  well  below  that  for  the  rest  of 
the  country.  Thus  there  were  233  deaths  giving  an  adjusted  rate  of 
11.67  during  1951  as  compared  with  221  deaths  with  a corresponding 
adjusted  rate  of  11.28  for  the  year  1950. 

The  deaths  in  the  older  age  groups  have  been  investigated  with 
the  following  interesting  factors  : —

The  deaths  over  70  years  have  increased  in  numbers  and  in  fact 
in  all  these  older  groups.  The  oldest  recorded  death  occurred  in  a person 
of  the  age  of  97  years.  Of  these  deaths  over  the  age  of  90  years,  4 of 
them  occurred  in  hospital.  Of  the  deaths  occurring  over  70  years, 
36  took  place  in  hospital. 

These  figures  are  very  illuminating  when  compared  with  the 
figures  for  the  1889.  In  that  year  the  population  was  7,459  as  estima- 
ted by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  those  days  and  in  his  report  he 
gives  the  deaths  as  123  and  of  those  deaths  55%  were  under  the  age 
of  5 years  and  only  23%  were  over  60  years. 

Amongst  the  causes  of  death,  heart  and  circulatory  diseases  are 
once  more  the  commonest,  but  during  the  year  there  were  more  deaths 
from  respiratory  diseases  than  from  cancer,  but  the  latter  cause  of 
death  remains  a fruitful  source  of  research  for  the  future. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  risen  considerably  being  36.30  as 
compared  with  31.44  in  1950.  It  is  regretable  but  it  is  again  stressed 
that  as  this  rate  is  calculated  in  respect  of  deaths  from  all  causes

occurring  in  infants  under  the  age  of  1 year  and  is  per  1,000  live 
births.  As  the  District  has  just  over  300  live  births  it  will  be  realised 
that  a slight  increment  in  the  number  of  these  infants  will  lead  to  a 
very  considerable  increase  in  the  calculated  rate.  Thus  there  is  one 
more  death  in  an  infant  than  in  1950  but  with  the  lower  birth  rate 
there  is  this  increase  in  the  infant  mortality  rate. 

The  rate  for  Arnold  is  considerably  more  than  that  for  the  whole 
of  England  and  Wales.  The  causes  of  death  of  the  11  infants  are 
tabulated  below  : —

Of  these  deaths  only  one  occurred  in  a child  over  1 month  of  age, 
the  case  in  question  being  one  of  broncho-pneumonia  in  a child  of 
6 months  age.  Of  the  remaining  10  cases,  one  was  3 weeks  old,  one 
2 weeks  old,  one  I week  old  and  the  rest  varied  from  2 to  6 days  of 
age.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  infant  mortality  rate  of  infants  between 
the  ages  of  1 month  and  1 year  is  very  small  and  that  the  deaths  in 
the  first  month  of  life  have  given  rise  to  the  high  figure,  these  latter 
deaths  occurring  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

Of  these  deaths  they  all  occurred  in  hospital  except  in  two  cases, 
one  being  due  to  prematurity  and  the  other  to  a congenital  heart 
condition.  It  can  be  assumed  that  all  possible  medical  care  was 
taken  to  prevent  these  deaths. 

Routine  blood  grouping  of  ante-natal  cases  has  been  continued 
during  the  year  and  almost  all  patients  are  tested.  The  case  reported 
as  “haemorrhagic  disease  of  the  new  born”  occurred  in  a baby  of  a 
patient  who  was  sent  into  hospital  following  the  recommendation  of 
the  Blood  Transfusion  Officer.  In  spite  of  repeated  transfusions  the 
baby  died  within  48  hours  of  birth. 

As  I have  quoted  the  death  figures  for  the  year  1889  from  the 
Annual  Report  of  that  year,  it  will  be  of  interest  to  state  that  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  in  that  year  was  144  and  even  175  in  the  year 
1887.  Whilst  Dr.  William  Lamb,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Arnold  Urban  District  in  those  days,  has  his  own  views  on  those 
high  figures,  viz.  that  they  were  due  to  ignorance  and  neglect  fostered 
by  what  he  called  the  “pernicious  system  of  Infant  Life  Assurance”, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  present  figures  are  a striking  testimony  to 
the  value  of  the  Public  Health  Service  and  the  great  work  done  in 
the  past  by  our  predecessors. 
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Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  with  regret  that  a case  of  maternal  death  is  reported.  The 
patient  died  from  heart  failure  after  giving  birth  to  a still  born  child. 
This  case  occurred  in  hospital.

Notifiable  Diseases. 

The  health  of  the  District  has  been  very  good  in  respect  of 
infectious  diseases  during  1951  and  generally  compares  very  favourably 
with  the  country  as  a whole  and  also  with  that  of  the  148  Smaller 
Towns. 

The  table  below  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable  diseases,  together 
with  the  case  rates  per  1,000  population  and  these  are  compared  with 
the  rates  for  the  Country  as  a whole  and  also  the  148  Smaller  Towns.

Certain  important  infectious  diseases  have  not  been  included  in 
the  above  table  as  no  cases  occurred  in  the  District  during  1951. 
These  diseases  are  the  enteric  fevers,  smallpox,  etc. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

There  was  a further  slight  fall  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 
All  cases  were  benign  in  character  and  sporadic.  In  the  previous  year 
there  were  11  cases. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
whooping  cough  occurring  in  Arnold  during  1951.  In  19513  there  were 
37  cases  but  during  the  year  under  review  there  were  87  notified.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  the  rate  for  the  District  compares  favourably 
with  that  for  the  country  and  the  148  Smaller  Towns. 

This  disease  remains  our  most  serious  common  infectious  disease, 
and  it  is  felt  that  the  time  is  not  very  distant  before  a satisfactory 
immunising  material  will  be  available  to  prevent  this  condition  with 
all  its  distressing  symptoms  and  serious  complications. 

Measles. 

This  common  infectious  disease  recurred  during  the  year.  In 
1950  there  were  only  29  cases  but  in  1951  there  occurred  371  notified 
cases. 

The  cases  reported  occurred  during  the  first  few  months  of  the 
year,  over  325  patients  being  notified  during  the  first  quarter.  By 
the  middle  of  the  year  the  epidemic  had  spent  itself.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  case  rate  is  very  much  higher  than  that  for  the  country 
generally  and  also  for  the  Smaller  Towns.  It  will  be  recalled  that 
in  1950  the  rate  was  very  much  lower  than  that  of  the  rest  of  the 
country  and  it  appears  that  the  epidemic  occurred  some  weeks  later 
in  Arnold,  for  the  preponderance  of  cases  reported  in  1950  occurred 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  for  the  country  generally  whilst  Arnold 
was  comparatively  free  from  infection. 
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Acute  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I can  report  complete  freedom  from  this 
disease  in  both  the  paralytic  and  non-paralytic  forms. 

Diphtheria. 

Once  more  it  is  reported  that  no  cases  occurred  of  this  serious 
infectious  disease.  Further  remarks  will  be  given  regarding  this 
most  satisfactory  state  later  in  the  report. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Two  sporadic  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  during  1951 
but  no  useful  information  could  be  elicited  from  the  cases  as  to  cause 
and  origin  of  the  food  poisoning. 

Acute  Encephalitis. 

One  case  of  this  condition  was  notified  during  1951.  Reports  on 
this  condition  are  sent  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  in  this  case  it 
was  a complication  following  an  infectious  disease. 

Meningococcal  Infection. 

One  case  of  acute  meningococcal  meningitis  was  reported  in  1951 
and  the  patient  made  a good  recovery.  Early  diagnosis  and  modem 
drug  therapy  has  much  reduced  the  terror  of  this  disease. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  remains  about  the  same 
as  in  1950,  i.e.  23  in  1951  as  compared  with  22  in  1950. 

The  fall  in  the  death  rate  for  this  condition  is  very  satisfactory 
and  is  half  that  of  the  previous  year.  This  gives  a death  rate  of  0.14 
per  1,000  population.  This  figure  is  very  much  lower  than  that  of  the 
country  generally,  viz.  0.31  and  the  148  Smaller  Towns,  the  latter 
having  a death  rate  of  the  same  magnitude. 

Whilst  the  trend  of  new  cases  remains  the  same,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  with  modern  methods  of  treatment  this  serious  condition  will 
be  reduced  and  eventually  eradicated.  It  is  possible  with  some  of 
these  new  drugs  to  carry  out  active  treatment  in  the  patient’s  home 
thereby  reducing  the  demand  for  sanatorium  beds  and  they  have  also 
been  responsible  for  reducing  the  length  of  stay  in  hospital,  etc.  Some 
of  these  treatments  are  only  in  the  experimental  stage  and  time  will 
show  whether  the  first  optimistic  hopes  were  justified. 

In  spite  of  these  new  treatments  and  the  rapid  advances  being 
made  in  modern  medicine,  general  preventive  measures  must  still  be 
of  prime  importance.  Such  measures  are  good  adequate  housing 
accommodation,  a sufficient  and  properly  balanced  diet  and  a healthy 
mode  of  life.  Until  the  tuberculosis  patient  is  adequately  housed 
little  progress  will  be  made  in  stopping  the  spread  of  the  disease. 
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The  trend  of  notifications  during  the  last  few  years  is 
tabulated  below  :

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  City  Laboratory  has  now  become  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  being  the  laboratory  for  the  Notts.  Area  under  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  of  the  Medical  Research  Council. 
The  Laboratory  carries  out  the  following  examinations  : —

The  Laboratory  carries  out  many  other  functions  but  the  above 
are  the  main  ones  the  Department  is  likely  to  require.  The  Service 
is  a most  excellent  one  and  is  free  to  the  Medical  Profession. 


City  Analyst’s  Laboratory. 

Similar  examinations  to  the  above  are  carried  out  in  respect 
of  Milk,  Ice  Cream  and  Water.  The  Laboratory  is  also  able  to  carry 
out  chemical  analysis  of  food.  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
is  an  official  analyst  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

Ambulance  Service. 

One  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  Arnold  Sub-depot  and  is 
available  for  use  in  the  Arnold  Urban  and  surrounding  districts. 
This  vehicle  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Notts.  County  Council 
Ambulance  Control,  Telephone  number  88771. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES. 


These  Services  are  supplied  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council,  your  Medical  Officer  being  in  charge  of  the  Clinics  held  in 
the  District. 

The  main  clinics  are  held  in  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centre  situated  in  Arnot  Hill  Park  whilst  a weekly  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  is  held  at  Cavendish  Street  in  the  Social  Welfare  Centre  there 
and  a weekly  clinic  is  held  at  Mapperley.  The  times  of  the  various 
clinics  are  given  later  in  the  report. 

Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics. 

The  same  service  continued  throughout  1951  as  in  previous  years, 
the  local  General  Practitioners  continued  to  be  employed  as  Medical 
Officers  to  these  clinics,  the  whole  scheme  working  smoothly  and 
satisfactorily.  Cases  for  consultant  opinion  were  referred  to  the 
Nottingham  Hospital  for  Women  or  to  the  Hospital  to  which  the  case 
would  be  admitted.

Midwifery  Serivce. 

The  services  of  three  Midwives  are  provided  by  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council.

Blood  Grouping  of  Ante-natal  cases. 

Throughout  the  year  practically  all  cases  attending  the  clinic 
have  had  their  blood  grouped  and  the  scheme  has  worked  smoothly. 

One  case  of  a Rhesus  negative  baby  had  to  be  admitted  to  hospital 
urgently  on  the  advice  of  the  Blood  Transfusion  Officer.  Unfortunate- 
ly the  baby  died  about  48  hours  after  birth  in  spite  of  immediate 
blood  transfusions  and  all  possible  attention. 
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Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother. 

Cases  under  this  heading  have  been  dealt  with  during  1951  and 
excellent  co-operation  exists  between  the  Health  Staff,  the  County 
Almoner  Service  and  the  Southwell  Diocesan  Board  of  Moral  Welfare. 

The  Child  Welfare  Service. 

This  service  catering  for  the  pre-school  child  has  continued  to 
have  a satisfactory  year  of  work.  All  newly  born  babies  are  visited 
as  soon  as  possible  after  discharge  from  the  Maternity  Hospital  or 
after  the  Midwife  has  ceased  to  attend  and  advice  is  given  by  the 
Health  Visitor.  All  cases  are  encouraged  to  attend  the  child  welfare 
clinics.  At  all  these  clinics  medical  advice  is  available  as  your  Medical 
Officer  attends  in  his  duties  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

Children  are  referred  when  necessary  for  consultant  advice  by 
appointment  with  the  Specialists  at  the  Nottingham  Children's  Hospital 
and  the  Nottingham  and  District  Orthopaedic  Clinic.  Cases  have 
also  been  referred  to  the  Nottingham  and  North  Midland  Eye  Infirm- 
ary for  advice  and  treatment. 

The  scheme  whereby  cases  requiring  Paediatric  advice  could  be 
referred  to  the  Consultant  Paediatrician  seconded  from  the  Sheffield 
Region  Hospital  Board  to  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  on  a 
part-time  basis  has  continued  satisfactorily.  This  service  has  the 
advantage  that  appointments  can  be  easily  made,  the  County  provides 
satisfactory  office  accommodation  and  Dr.  Blandy  has  hospital  beds 
available  if  such  treatment  is  required. 

Furthermore  the  Consultant  is  available  for  the  supervision  of 
premature  babies.  The  County  has  also  a part-time  Ophthalmic 
Consultant  available  from  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  cases 
can  now  be  referred  to  him.  The  Clinic  premises  are  being  made 
available  for  his  use  and  by  the  time  that  this  report  is  circulated 
sessions  should  have  been  started  in  this  speciality.

The  supply  of  vitamins  is  well 
taken  up  by  the  mothers  attending  and  the  Ministry  reports  show  the 
District  well  to  the  fore  in  this  demand.

Vaccination  Service. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  this  service  during  the  year,  this 
clinic  being  held  after  the  immunisation  clinic  on  the  last  Friday 
afternoon  in  the  month. 

The  following  figures  represent  the  year’s  work  in  this  important 
preventive  service.  These  figures  include  the  cases  dealt  with  by  the 
local  General  Practitioners.

From  these  figures,  it  would  appear  that  a considerably  higher 
percentage  of  infants  are  vaccinated  in  the  District  than  in  the 
country  generally.

Diphtheria  Immunisation  Service. 

The  scheme  as  carried  out  in  previous  years  has  remained  in  force 
and  the  clinic  is  held  as  follows  : — 

Arnot  Hill  Park — Last  Friday  in  the  month  . . 2.00  to  4.30  p.m. 

As  stated  in  last  year’s  report  the  immunisation  arrangements 
at  Mapperley  have  been  altered.  These  new  arrangements  have 
worked  satisfactorily.  Children  are  immunised  after  the  Child 
Welfare  Clinic  on  the  First  Friday  in  the  month  and  vaccination 
sessions  after  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  on  the  second  Friday  in  the 
month,  i.e.  after  4 p.m.  This  has  produced  very  satisfactory  results 
and  is  of  great  help  to  residents  in  the  Mapperley  region  for  Arnold 
clients  and  from  the  adjoining  District  of  Carlton  and  also  the  City  of 
Nottingham.

These  figures  correspond  fairly  closely  with  those  for  1950,  and 
the  immunisation  state  can  be  said  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.  This 
statement  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  have 
been  notified  since  1949.  But  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  set  a target 
of  75%  of  babies  being  immunised  against  diphtheria  before  they 
attain  their  first  birthday.  During  1951  only  50  babies  under  1 year 
of  age  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  protected.  Whilst  this  does  not 
represent  the  number  who  were  protected  before  they  were  1 year  old, 
nevertheless  it  is  felt  that  this  figure  can  be  improved  upon. 

Whilst  the  figures  are  approaching  the  point  where  it  can  be 
assumed  that  this  very  serious  disease  may  become  a thing  of  the  past, 
there  is  no  room  for  complacency  and  all  efforts  must  be  persisted  in 
if  the  high  level  of  protection  is  to  be  maintained. 

This  satisfactory  state  is  due  to  the  very  great  work  carried  out 
in  the  early  years  of  the  last  war  when  the  scheme  was  first  put  into 
operation.  This  work  was  done  by  the  local  General  Practitioners 
and  the  District  is  now  reaping  the  benefits  of  their  great  efforts.  In 
this  respect  the  active  work  of  all  members  of  the  Health  staff  must 
be  coupled  with  that  of  the  Doctors. 

Daily  Guardians. 

A satisfactory  scheme  for  daily  guardians  is  administered  and 
maintained  by  the  Local  Health  Authority. 
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Home  Help  Service. 

A Home  Help  Service  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County 
Council  as  Local  Health  Authority  and  there  is  a Local  Organiser  for 
the  Carlton  and  Arnold  Urban  Districts.  This  Organiser  is  located 
at  Park  House  Clinic,  Carlton  (T.N.  Carlton  57151).  This  Local 
Organiser  is  available  at  Arnot  Hill  Park  Clinic  on  Thursdays  from 
12  noon  to  2 p.m. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  maintain  the  Arnold,  Woodthorpe  and  Daybrook  District 
Nursing  Association.  There  are  three  District  Nurses  available. 
The  District  Nurses  operate  from  the  following  addresses  : — -

Dental  Services— Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

The  Dental  Service  for  pre-school  children  and  ante-natal  and 
nursing  mothers  is  provided  by  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority  and  has  continued  to  function  in  spite 
of  the  serious  shortage  of  staff. 

With  the  coming  into  force  of  schemes  whereby  charges  are  now 
made  for  dental  treatment  as  against  free  treatment  under  the  original 
National  Health  Service  Act,  it  would  appear  that  there  might  be  less 
demand  for  dental  treatment  by  Private  Dentists.  There  are  signs 
that  more  Dentists  may  be  available  and  recruitment  for  this  essential 
service  may  be  increased.  It  should  be  noted  that  all  service  by  the 
County  Dental  Service  is  free  and  this  applies  to  all  children  and  to 
ante-natal  cases  and  nursing  mothers. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Section  47. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Section 
of  the  Act  during  the  year  1951.  This  section  deals  with  the  removal 
of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  who  are  unable  to  look  after 
themselves.  Action  can  be  taken  by  the  Council  upon  receipt  of  a 
certificate  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  The  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this,  my  26th  Annual  Report  on 
the  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending 
31st  December,  1951. 

The  report  follows  on  similar  lines  to  previous  reports.  Speaking 
generally,  I cannot  claim  any  spectacular  results  during  the  year 
although  I feel  that  steady  progress  has  been  made  in  all  sections  of 
our  work. 

I will  mention  a few  of  the  main  features  of  the  year’s  work  but 
would  prefer  members  to  study  and  assess  the  details  of  the  report 
given  under  the  various  headings  on  the  following  pages. 

Housing. — In  the  provision  of  new  houses  1951  was  disappointing, 
yet  on  the  other  hand  a considerable  amount  of  work  was  being  carried 
out  by  the  Housing  Committee  in  acquiring  sites  and  formulating 
plans  for  future  development  and  progress.  The  results  of  these 
deliberations  will  be  observed  in  the  1952  figures  of  houses  completed 
which  I anticipate  will  prove  a record  for  this  district,  and  at  the 
same  time  make  good  the  time  lag  of  1951. 

Repairs. — The  continued  high  cost  of  property  repairs  is  causing 
the  Department  additional  anxiety  in  the  knowledge  that  the  normal 
standards  of  maintenance  of  property  is  steadily  deteriorating. 

Salvage. — This  work,  resumed  in  October,  1950,  after  being 
abandoned  in  September,  1949  has,  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report, 
again  been  suspended  through  a complete  loss  of  markets  and  slump  in 
prices.  1951,  however,  with  the  fantastic  prices  operating  for  waste 
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paper,  etc.,  proved  a record  year  producing  a total  income  of  £4,329  for 
an  expenditure  of  £2,071.  During  the  18  months  from  October,  1950 
to  March,  1952,  a total  income  was  received  of  £5,414  for  an  outlay 
of  £2,384,  leaving  a surplus  of  £3,030. 

I have  to  record  my  indebtedness  to  the  Staff  and  workmen 
under  my  control  who  have  contributed  largely  to  the  work  carried 
out  by  £he  Department  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I desire  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for 
the  active  interest  and  support  afforded  me  by  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  Building  and  Sanitary  and  Housing  Commit- 
tees and  to  brother  officials  for  their  ready  co-operation  at  all  times.

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

A separate  system  of  Foul  and  Surface  water  sewers  operates 
throughout  the  built  up  area  of  the  Urban  District. 

Additional  branch  sewers  have  been  provided  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  development  of  the  Cross  Street  Housing 
Estate. 

Parts  of  the  District  without  Public  Sewers  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  Mapperley  Plains  North  of  Crosslands  Farm,  but  excluding  the 

Middlebeck  Estate.

5.  Part  of  Oxclose  Lane  South  of  Byron  Street  (undeveloped). 

6.  Leapool,  Sherwood  Lodge,  Ramsdale  Park  and  outlying  Farms 

North  of  Redhill  Arch  and  Dorkett  Head  Brickyard  (Rural). 

The  new  main  outfall  drainage  scheme  is  receiving  the  urgent 
attention  of  your  Council  and  their  Consulting  Engineers — Messrs. 
Elliott  & Brown. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  are  no  rivers  within  the  Urban  District  and  no  nuisances 
have  been  observed  or  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  from 
the  four  brook  courses  converging  in  the  main  Daybrook  at  the 
Junction  of  Thackerays  Lane  and  Mansfield  Road. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

With  the  exception  of  18  Pail  Closets  in  outlying  parts  of  the 
district  not  served  by  Public  Sewers,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  100% 
water  carriage  system. 

5 additional  water  closets  have  been  erected  during  the  year 
in  Cottage  Row,  Nottingham  Road  to  provide  separate  sanitary 
accommodation  for  each  house. 

Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  collection  continues  to  play  an  important  part  in 
the  services  provided  by  your  Council.  The  year  under  review  has 
not  been  free  from  anxiety  as  regards  the  labour  problem,  although 
there  have  not  been  undue  changes  in  personnel,  replacement  labour 
of  the  right  type  is  still  not  available  when  required.  It  is  practically 
impossible  to  make  good  arrears  of  work  due  to  Bank  holidays  and 
the  Men’s  annual  holiday  rota,  whereby  a time  lag  of  from  1 to  2 
days  develops  on  the  weekly  collection,  giving  rise  to  complaints 
from  householders  of  bins  not  being  emptied  on  the  correct  day. 
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As  a matter  of  interest  I append  the  following  summary  of  man- 
days  lost  during  1951,  and  although  provision  of  2 extra  men  has 
been  made  to  cover  these  various  contingencies  it  would  appear  that 
this  figure  is  insufficient.

All  records  were  broken  during  the  year,  the  fantastic  prices 
paid  for  waste  paper  produced  a total  income  of  £4,329  for  an  outlay 
of  £2,071,  chiefly  on  labour  and  bonus,  leaving  a surplus  of  £2,258 
towards  reducing  the  cost  of  House  Refuse  Collection,  equivalent  to  a 
5d.  Rate. 


By  the  end  of  March,  1952,  the  market  had  collapsed,  no  sales  of 
waste  paper  have  been  possible  since  April,  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
this  report,  salvage  work  was  suspended  in  this  district  at  the  end  of

This  work  has  been  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  from  our  records  and  observations 
of  sewer  treatments  over  a number  of  years  is  that  serious  infestation 
usually  follows  the  development  of  new  housing  estates  and  sewer 
construction,  and  it  can  be  safely  stated  that  with  the  continuation 
of  the  present  system,  sewer  infestation  from  rats  will  be  entirely 
eliminated  and  50%  of  the  rat  population  in  the  district  destroyed, 
in  other  words  50%  of  the  surface  infestations  will  also  be  eliminated.

Ice  Cream. 

Fifty-four  premises  are  registered  by  your  Health  Department  for 
the  manufacture  and/or  sale  of  ice-cream,  an  addition  of  five  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  Eighty-four  visits  were  made  to  registered 
premises  and  defects  were  found  in  seven  premises  which  were  quickly 
rectified.  The  details  of  the  various  registrations  are  as  follows  :

One  application  received  for  registration  for  the  retail  sale  of 
ice-cream  was  provisionally  refused  pending  certain  improvements 
being  carried  out  to  the  shop  premises.  In  accordance  with  Section 
14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  the  applicant  appeared  before  the 
Building  and  Sanitary  Committee.  Registration  was  granted  subject 
to  the  specified  work  being  carried  out. 
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Forty-five  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
submitted  for  analysis  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham. 
All  samples  were  taken  as  served  to  the  general  public.  The  results 
of  the  samples  are  summarised  below  : —

The  results  are  an  improvement  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  Grade  4 samples  were  reported 
but  the  results  cannot  be  considered  completely  satisfactory  until 
Grade  3 samples  are  eliminated  as  well. 

Four  of  the  Grade  3 samples  were  taken  from  three  Cold  Mix 
manufacturers.  All  the  premises  and  plant  were  thoroughly  inspected. 
In  one  case  defects  were  found  in  the  mixing  utensils  ; the  occupier 
was  advised  to  have  new  mixers  and  the  ice-cream  has  since  proved 
satisfactory.  In  the  other  cases  unsatisfactory  results  were  attributed 
to  faulty  sterilisation  of  servers,  etc.  The  occupiers  were  advised  to  use 
a suitable  sterilising  solution  for  their  servers  and  equipment.  All 
subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory.  It  is  suggested  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention 
to  any  single  sample. 

One  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  a retailers  premises, 
the  ice-cream  being  supplied  by  a firm  situated  outside  the  district. 
The  appropriate  Local  Authority  was  informed  and  subsequent 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  high  standard  maintained  by  the  only 
Manufacturer  (heat  treatment)  in  your  District.  All  the  samples 
have  proved  very  satisfactory.  The  Ministry  of  Health’s  recommenda- 
tion is  that  over  a six-monthly  period  50%  of  a vendor’s  samples 
should  fall  into  Grade  1,  80%  into  Grade  1 or  2,  not  more  than  20% 
into  Grade  3 and  none  into  Grade  4. 

Formal  sampling  of  ice-cream  for  chemical  anafysis  is  carried  out 
in  your  District  by  the  Notts.  County  Council.  For  your  information 
ice-cream  must  now  comply  with  the  following  standard,  which  came 
into  force  on  1st  March,  1951— Ice-cream  shall  contain  not  less  than  :-

In  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  and 
Artificial  Cream)  Act,  1950,  the  Minister  of  Food  is  empowered  to 
make  Orders  specifying  areas  in  which  the  sale  of  milk  by  retail  must 
be  limited  to  the  classes  of  milk  which  are  sold  under  special  designa- 
tion, i.e.,  Pasteurised,  Sterilised,  Tuberculin  Tested  and  Accredited 
Milk  derived  from  a single  herd  (until  September,  1954). 

According  to  the  Area  Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food,  it 
is  proposed  in  the  near  future,  to  specify  an  area  in  accordance  with 
the  above  Act  which  will  consist  of  the  County  Borough  of  Nottingham 
and  several  adjacent  Urban  and  Rural  Districts,  including  Arnold. 

This  is  a step  in  the  right  direction  because  the  sale  of  ungraded 
milk  can  be  a source  of  danger  to  the  Public  due  to  the  possibility  of 
Tubercle  bacilli  being  found  in  the  milk.  The  present  tests  to 
ascertain  whether  there  are  any  tuberculosis  germs  in  the  milk  is  not 
sufficient  safeguard  because  six  to  eight  weeks  must  elapse  before  the 
results  are  known  and  in  the  meantime  a positive  cow  continues  to 
excrete  the  bacilli  with  her  milk.

In  your  district  there  are  only  four  distributors  retailing  ungraded 
milk — one  residing  outside  the  district. 

Sampling. 

The  following  summarises  the  104  samples  of  milk  taken  by  your 
Health  Department  during  the  year  under  review  and  submitted  for 
examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Goldsmith  Street, 
Nottingham.  Four  samples  failed  the  prescribed  tests  and  only 
one  was  bottled  in  your  District.  The  results  are  very  satisfactory 
but  continued  vigilance  over  the  milk  supply  and  production  etc.  is 
essential  to  ensure  the  supply  of  a safe  and  clean  milk  to  the  public. 
Observations  relating  to  the  samples  are  given  below.

(a)  One  of  the  samples  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  was 
declared  void  by  the  Laboratory  because  the  atmospheric  shade 
temperature  between  sampling  and  testing  exceeded  65 °F.  Strict 
attention  to  the  hygiene  of  production  and  bottling,  etc.,  can 
eliminate  unsatisfactory  cleanliness  tests  even  above  the  stipulated 
shade  temperature. 

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  taken  from  a distributor 
with  a dairy  situated  outside  the  District.  The  appropriate 
Local  Authority  was  informed  and  subsequent  samples  have 
since  proved  satisfactory. 

(ft)  One  sample  failed  the  Phosphatase  Test,  which  indicated  that 
the  milk  had  not  been  sufficiently  heat-treated.  The  milk  was 
treated  and  bottled  outside  the  District  and  the  appropriate  Local 
Authority  immediately  informed.  Defects  were  found  in  the 
processing  plant  and  the  matter  was  quickly  rectified.  Several 
further  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  of  which  proved 
satisfactory. 

( c ) A visit  was  immediately  made  to  the  dairy  concerned,  on  receipt 
of  the  unsatisfactory  report  from  the  Laboratory.  The  milk  was 
bottled  within  the  district  but  was  obtained  from  a farm  situated 
outside  the  district.  It  could  not  be  ascertained  whether  the 
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fault  arose  at  the  farm  or  the  dairy.  The  occupier  of  the  dairy 
was  advised  further  as  regards  improving  his  methods  of  bottling, 
handling  and  sterilisation  of  utensils,  etc.  Subsequent  samples 
have  proved  satisfactory. 

(d)  As  in  the  previous  year  not  one  sample  of  Sterilised  milk  failed 
the  Turbidity  Test — a test  to  denote  whether  the  milk  has  been 
properly  sterilised.  The  milk  is  homogenised,  i.e.,  the  cream 
distributed  throughout  the  milk,  and  heated  to  212°F.  Due  to 
the  methods  of  production  and  bottling  it  has  an  exceptionally 
good  keeping  quality  compared  to  raw  milk  and  all  pathogenic 
organisms  are  destroyed.  It  is  becoming  increasingly  popular 
with  the  public. 

( e ) It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  raw  (ungraded)  milk  samples 
satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  (Cleanliness)  test,  all  of  which  were 
bottled  within  your  District.

Food  Inspection. 

The  year  under  review  was  marked  by  the  very  large  quantity 
of  foodstuffs  condemned  by  your  Sanitary  Inspectors,  which  included 
1,946  lbs.  of  tinned  ham. 

We  were  very  concerned  that  such  wastage  of  valuable  food 
should  continue,  especially  as  it  was  general  throughout  the  country. 
The  Ministry  of  Food  was  informed  regarding  the  position  so  that 
official  action  at  a high  level  could  be  contemplated.  This  was  done 
and  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Governments  of  the 
countries  involved.  The  Ministry  are  concerned  with  the  “official 
certificate’  ’ which  is  recognised  for  purposes  of  the  Public  Health 
(Imported  Food)  Regulations  1937  and  1948  and  which  is  a guarantee 
that  all  the  necessary  precautions  were  taken  so  as  to  prevent  any 
possible  danger  to  public  health. 
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Cooked  hams  and  also  Luncheon  Meat  were  not  purchased  or 
imported  by  the  Ministry  but  brought  in  by  private  traders  under 
open  general  licence.  The  high  prices  obtainable  for  canned  ham 
probably  attracted  manufacturers  who  were  inexperienced  in  the 
processes  of  curing  and  canning.  Most  of  the  hams  condemned  in 
your  District  were  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the  cooking  and  canning 
had  not  ensured  a sterile  product.  In  some  cases  poor  quality  tinplate 
and  poor  packing  resulted  in  the  tins  arriving  in  a damaged  condition. 
The  hams  are  usually  only  guaranteed  for  a period  of  between  three 
and  six  months. 

Due  to  the  economic  situation  the  importation  of  tinned  ham  has 
been  severely  curtailed  in  recent  months. 

The  following  summarises  the  foods  examined  during  the  year 
which  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  subsequently 
destroyed.
